a blue card to the employee, tho watch's 
credentials, BO to speak, and twice a 
month tho watch has to be taken to tho 
inspector and its performance and 
variations entered on the blue card. 


Another feature of tho system is • the 


use of "leaner watches". 
These are 


watches conforming to tho required 
standard which are kept on hand by 
the watch inspectors and which they 
aro rccKiired to "loan to those whose 
watches . need 
repairing. 
Leaner 


watches arc inspected and.their per- 
formance entered on cards while they 
aro in an employee's possession, so at 
all tiirtes tho employee has a watch 
cef lifted to aa being of a proper kind 
for his work as a railroad operating 
man. 


These railroad watches carrieo. by the 


hundreds of men who are running the 
railroad must all be sot by a common 
standard, so that in all roundhouses and 
train dispatchers 
offices are clocks, 


likewise regularly inspected and labeled 
for this purpose "Standard Clocks". 
Every day the lime of these hundreds 
of watches must coincide with that of 
tho clocks. 
Thus all over the New 


Haven System the time by which trains 
are moved and the great railroad ma- 
chine with iU many parts is operated 
will conform to a common standard. 


'JWs system of time inspection, adopt- 


ed by the New Haven after a most 
thorough investigation, is believed to 
be the best and most modern that can 
ue devised and should meet with ap- 
proval because of the greater safety 
which it should mean for both the pub- 
lie and employees. 
In the old days railroads were run 


generally by kitchen clocks, and by 
watches given away with suits of 
clothes; in short any old watch was 
supposed to do for railroad work. 
Nowadays nearly all railroads require 
that the watches of their employees 
shall be thoroughly reliable tirackecpers 
as a safety factor of great importance,
